Bay City, Mich., Sept. 19.—With a

tional defense President Taft brought 
his first day in Michigan on his West­ 
ern trip to a close. 
It was the president’s eighth speech 
of the day. 
He spoke at the dedica 
Hon of Bay City’s new armory. 
The 
same sort of enthusiastic welcome 
that greeted him elsewhere was given 
him in Bay City. 
Mr. Taft’s address was short. 
He 
referred to the need of a strong and 
able militia at home and on the Pan­ 
ama canal and said this nation went 
too long without it. 
“It is true,’’ he said, “that the Ixjrd 
looks after children, drunken men and 
the I nited States. 
At least we have 
put ourselves in the same helpless 
category in the past in reference to 
what we have done in regard to na- J 
tional defense.” 
With the passage of the Dick law, 
however, the president declared, the 
militia gained its proiier footing. 
After his speech at the armory the 
president dropped in at a banquet of 
the board of commerce and then re­ 
tired on his private car. 


A sk s Help for Arbitration. 
Saginaw, Mich., Sept. 19.—President 
Taft stopped at Saginaw en route to 
Bay City and the northern part of the 
state, long enougn to ask the people 
of this city to help him influence the 
United States senate to act favorably 
on the arbitration treaties. 
I he president stayed In Saginaw 
only a half hour, He motored through 
streets packed with people. 
The au­ 
ditorium, where the president spoke, 
is built to seat 5,000 persons and 
every seat was fiiied and a thousand 
persons stood in the aisles. The pres­ 
ident spoke for ten minutes and re­ 
peated much of the address he de­ 
livered at Erie, Pa., Saturday night. 


Detroit, Sept. 19—President Taft 
plunged into the political phase of his 
long trip through the West and de­ 
livered one of the set speeches which 
may have a determined effect upon 
his 
future.

the 
“Trusts’’ for his first appeal to the 
people. 
In a second speech he answered the 
charge that he has used patronage to 
further his own ends. 


Challenges Charge of U sing Patronage. 
“They have charged me with using 
patronage to accomplish something," 
he said. 
“If I have I am not con­ 
scious of it. 
But I challenge the men 
who make the charge to come for­ 
ward and Join with me in legislation 
which will enable me to put every lo­ 
cal officer, be he postmaster, internal 
revenue collector, customs collector 
or anybody else filling an office of the 
United States in any of the states of 
the I’nion, under classified civil serv­ 
ice. 
But they won’t do it—at least 
they won’t do it now. 
“If I had the making of the laws of 
this country the first thing I would do 
Would be to include in the civil serv­ 
ice every collector, deputy collet tor 
and everybody connected with the In­ 
ternal revenue system In local collec­ 
tions and put the whole service on an 
effective, nonptrtisan basis.

Several states have either designated 
delegates with instructions or made 
declarations in conventions for differ 
ent presidential candidates. 
Such no­ 
tions will be found too early to be 
binding when the conventions assem­ 
ble. 
It has been held in every case where 
the subject has come up that delega 
tlons elected previous to the call for 
a national convention huve no right to 
seats. 
The reason for this is obvious. 
By snap judgment the real choice of 
the state may be perverted. 
More­ 
over, it often happens that a new man 
may be brought forth who will be tile 
choice of a state if a year should 
elapse before the convention assem­ 
bles. 
No national convention has ever rec­ 
ognized the choice of delegates chosen 
before the call has been issued. 
Sev­ 
eral years ago the Democratic nation 
a1 
convention 
seriously 
considered 
throwing out the New' York delegation 
because it was elected within a few 
weeks after the call was issued on the 
ground that it was a “snap conven­ 
tion" and did not represent the will 
of the i>eople. 
But It was asserted 
that as the national convention call 
had been issued the state convention 
held after that date was valid. 


Alabam a Early. 
Alalmma is not only first on the list 
of states, but has already chosen men 
to represent her in the Republican na 
tional convention and instructed them 
for President Taft. 
While there has 
never been the least doubt that Ala­ 
bama nnd every other southern Rtate 
will send Taft delegates to the next 
convention, it is certain that th es e 
early delegates will not be seated un 
less steam roller methods are applied.

A MOST INTERESTING RECORD 


Fu rnished Dispatch by Mr. Leon E. 
Lu m Preparatory to Filing W ith 
State Historical Society 
(Continu ed from y esterday ) 
The bu ildings of the mission stood 
facing Gu ll lake and consisted of 
a log chu rch and a mission hou se 
and a small store. 
In the mission 
hou se were the school and liv ing 
apartments for the Indian children 
of the school, the teacher and the 
missionary and his wife. 
The store was a small bu ilding 
where su pplies were sold by ticket, 
the Indians being paid for work by 
ticket, instead of money . 
We fou nd these things all in ru n­ 
ning order and that lirst day we met, 
besides the regu lar members of ou r 
hou sehold, a Mr. Statelar, who was 
the gov ernment blacksmith at the 
agency . 
He did many kind things 
for u s in the y ears that followed. 
I said ‘ev ery thing was in ru nning 
order’ bu t one important thing had 
not been attended to— the chinking 
of the log bu ildings in preparation 
for the long, cold winter. 
We did 
not know that it had been neglected 
and we su ffered mu ch discomfort 
that might hav e been av oided. 
The first winter we were at Gu ll 
lake an English 
clergy man 
came 
down from Ru pert’s Land In one of 
Joe Rolette’s trains. It was a v ery nice 
train and Joe himself eame with it.. 
There were sev eral sleds and only 
one person cou ld ride on each. 
They 
were shaped somewhat like a tobog­ 
gan and were lined generally with 
canv as. 
The passenger had to slip 
himself into it and ride in a reclin­ 
ing postu re. 
The one in which the 
English clergy man rode was lined 
with fu r. 
Each sled had three dogs 
attached, one in front of the other 
and with these trains were men 
called ru nners who gu ided the dogs. 
There were alway s sev eral sleds in 
a train. 
Another time a Mr. Kennedy came 
in one of these trains. 
He had been 
to Ru pert's Land at Lady Franklin's 
requ est to search for the remains of 


3ir John Franklin bu t had not been 
able to find any trace of him. 
I remember that we had 
a horse 
at the mission named Sir John— 
perhaps he receiv ed his name in hon­ 
or of this v isit. 
Abou t the middle of March the 
Indians went to the su gar camp to 
make maple su gar. 
Men, 
women 
and children went. 
I think it was 
across Rou nd lake that they fou nd 
the maple trees. 
Besides the su gar 
they often made maple wax which 
they did not boil so long and pou red 
hot into birch bark “ moku ks.” 
There was a lu x u riant growth of 
wintergreen not far from the mis­ 
sion hou se and the wintergreen ber­ 
ries were u su ally large. 
That first spring we were wakened 
one morning abou t fiv e o’clock by 
the ringing of the chu rch hell. 
Mr, 
Peake hu rriedly 
sliped 
on 
some 
clothes and went ou t to see what 
was the matter. 
He fou nd a wagon 
load from Leech lake in front of the 
hou se bu t was afraid to ask for Dr. 
Brock, who was not with them, fear- 
I ing he had been 
killed.

The buildings of the mission stood 
facing Gull lake and consisted of 
a log church and a mission house 
and a small store. 
In the mission 
house were the school and living 
I 
apartments for the Indian children 
of tile school, the teacher and the 
missionary and his wife. 
The store was a small building 
where supplies were sold by ticket, 
the Indians being paid for work by 
ticket instead of money. 
We found these things ail in run­ 
ning order and that first day we met, 
besides the regular members of our 
household, a Mr. Statelar, who was 
the government blacksmith at the 
agency. 
He did many kind things 
for us in the years that followed. 
I said ‘everything was in running 
order’ but one important thing had 
not been attended to— the chinking 
of the log buildings in preparation 
for the long, cold winter. 
We did 
not know that it had been neglected 
and 
we suffered 
much 
discomfort 
that might have been avoided. 
The first winter we were at Gull 
lake an English 
clergyman 
came 
down from Rupert’s Land in one of 
J o eRolette'strains. It was a very nice 
train and Joe himself came with it., 
There were several sleds and only 
one person could ride on each. 
They 
were shaped somewhat like a tobog­ 
gan and were lined generally with 
canvas. 
The passenger had to slip 
himself Into it and ride in a reclin­ 


e r John Franklin but had not been 
able to find any trace of him. 
I remember that we had a horse 
at the mission 
named Sir John— 
perhaps he received his name in hon­ 
or of this visit. 
About the middle of March the 
Indians went to the sugar camp to 
make maple sugar. 
Men, 
women 
and children wrent. 
I think it was 
across Round lake that they found 
the maple trees. 
Besides the sugar 
they often made maple wax which 
they did not boil so long and poured 
hot into birch bark “ mokuks.” 
There was a luxuriant growth of 
wintergreen not far from the mis­ 
sion house and the wintergreen ber­ 
ries were usually large. 
That first spring we were wakened 
one morning about five o’clock by 
the ringing of the church bell. 
Mr. 
Peake hurriedly 
sliped 
on 
some 
clothes and went out to see what 
was the matter. 
He found a wagon 
load from Leech lake in front of the 
house but was afraid to ask for Dr. 
Brock, who was not with them, fear­ 
ing he had been 
killed. 
But 
he 
found it was Dr. Breck who had rung 
the church bell to rouse us. 
He had been driven from the mis­ 
sion by Indians who It is said, had 
been hired by white men to kill him. 
These whites were jealous because he 
had the handling 
of 
government 
money for his schools.
